At the meeting of the City Council 


last night the following communica- 
tion was read by Mayor Barstow: 


'OAKLAND, July 22, 1301." 


"Tiie Honorable Council, City of Oak- 


land—Gentlemen: I desire at this time 
to express to your honorable body my 
thanks and full appreciation of the un- 
tiring energy, wisdom displayed and 
attention given to suggestions in my 
first annual message to overcome the 
heavy deficit threatened on beginning 
of. your term of oflice, at close o£ last 
fiscal year. • ' 


"It is to the credit of your honorable 


body and especially to the 
Auditing 


and Finance Committee, that expend- 
itures were so regulated as to come 
within proportional amounts; that the 
High School was kept open; that all 
departments of the city 
we're main- 


tained at their usual high standard, ana 
the credit of the city preserved at the 
close of the fiscal year. 


"For the sums remaining- to credit 


of certain funds at close of fiscal year, 
which madfe up overdrafts on the Gen- 
eral and High School Funds, too '-much 
credit cannot be given Chas. F. Ott, 
S.upt.SoI'Streets, who, by careful, eco- 
no^nical^manngenn'iit of 
llil.s depart- 


ment carried over ?I3,000, and George 
Carleton, llu; etTlc-lenl, I'ily KlectrlPlan, 
$9,000; also Ihe Uianfis of the nJmlnl.s- 
tralioh are due to the officials and em- 
ployes, who so gracefully submitted to 
withholding of their statutory salaries 
for the months of April, May and June, 
that, the credit o£ our city might be 
retained.

the fact that notwithstanding the large 
number of fine residences erected in 
our city, and the increased business 
and population during past year, the 
total assessed valuation of the city 
property, as returned by the County

You will readily appreciate the 
necessity of careful, economical man- 
agement in all departments of the city 
government in order to avoid a deficit 
at close of fiscal year. 


"I think it would be very gratifying 


to be able to meet alt current expenses, 
without working a hardship upon the 
employes of ihe city, by withholding all 
statutory salaries at end of fiscal year.
